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ABOUT NEW PRC LEADERSHIP, SAYS NYT'S LELYVELD (IN 
HK); BUT TAKEN AS WHOLE, ARTICLE DOES NOT APPEAR CALL 
FOR MASS CAMPAIGN OR STRUGGLE. BUT NOTE OF DISQUIET 
IS PERHAPS ARTICLE'S MOST STRIKING FEATURE. ITS 
IMMEDIATE POLITICAL CONTEXT AND PURPOSES ARE DIFFICULT 
TO MAKE OUT, BUT THOUGHT OF BARBED REFERENCES TO 
LEADERSHIP ELEMENTS THAT WERE GPCR STAPLES AND MORE 
RECENT CAMPAIGN AGAINST LIN, WERE LESS OBVIOUS THAN 
CONCERN THAT YOUNGER CHINESE WORKERS AND OFFICIALS 
ARE SUCCUMBING TO "BOURGEOIS WORLD OUTLOOK." 

US ANALYSTS STEEPED IN YEARS OF SEA CONFLICT, SAYS CSM'S

SUN'S ED WU (3/2) REPORTS PEKING HAS MADE RENEWED

ACCORDING SATURDAY NCNA, LIAO CHENG-CHIH (CCP

PREFERRED, WITH ENCOURAGEMENT INITIALLY FOR PEOPLE 
ON TAIWAN TO VISIT MAINLAND. 

LAT’S ELEGANT, IN HK, NOTES THAT FOR FIRST TIME, 

PRC IS OFFICIALLY POINTING WITH ALARM TO ITS WIDE- 
SPREAD CRIME PROBLEM. PICTURE RECENTLY PRESENTED 
BY RED FLAG QUITE DIFFERENT FROM IMPRESSIONS OF 
"FOREIGN GUESTS" ON CONDUCTED TOURS, WHO DISCERN NEW 
SOCIAL PARADISE WHOLLY DEVOID OF EVILS COMMON ELSEWHERE; 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BUT IT ACCORDS CLOSELY WITH REPORTS OF CHINESE VISITORS, 
PARTICULARLY THOSE WHO FLOCKED BACK TO CANTON DURING 
RECENT LUNAR NEW YEAR HOLIDAYS. ARTICLE EXHORTED 
CHINESE TO "EXERCISE DICTATORSHIP OVER HOLDUP MEN 
AND BURGLARS, OVER SWINDLERS AND CONFIDENCE MEN, 

OVER MURDERERS AND ARSONISTS, AS WELL AS ORGANIZED 
GANGS" (3/3). 

9. JAPAN 
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LAT’S JAMESON IN TOKYO (3/2) OBSERVES "SCHIZOPHRENIC 
HESITATION" TO RATIFY NPT ETCHED MORE SHARPLY LAST 
WEEK BY JAPAN-IAEA AGREEMENT ON PEACEFUL USE INSPECTION 
STANDARDS, FORMERLY CITED AS REASON FOR DELAY. NPT 
OPPONENTS NOW CLING GOJ 1970 RESERVATIONS, WHICH CALLED 
FOR NUKE POWERS TO ASSURE NON-NUKE COUNTRIES SECURITY, 
MAKE PROGRESS TOWARD DISARMAMENT. CLEARLY NEITHER IS 
STILL AN ISSUE. 

BELIEVES STRONGEST "REAL" REASONS ROOTED IN EMOTIONAL 
RESPONSE TO WHAT NAKASONE CALLED "GREAT POWER CHAUVINISM" 
WHEN SOVIET INVADED CZECHOSLOVAKIA - BIG POWERS DI-TATE 
STANDARDS FOR OTHERS BUT NOT CONSTRICTED BY ANY. NOTES 
FUKUDA ADVISED MIKI TO SHELVE RATIFICATION BECAUSE 
NPT REMINDS OF UNEQUAL TREATIES JAPAN FORCED TO SIGN 
ON EMERGING FROM ISOLATION. PERHAPS FOR REASONS OF 
SUCH NATIONALISM EVEN JCP OPPOSES NPT. SENSES FEELING 
EXPRESSED "MORE RARELY" THAT JAPAN SHOULD RETAIN "FREE 
HAND" TO KEEP OPTION OPEN OR EVEN GO NUKE. 

BUT OBSERVES "ABOUT FACE" AND FAILURE TO RATIFY

NUKE PRINCIPLES (NOT-BUILD, POSSESINTRODUCE). 

ON BALANCE, WHILE OPPONENTS STRONG ENOUGH TO EXERCISE 
VETO OVER NPT RATIFICATION IN LDP CONSENSUS PROCESS, 

SAY CHANCES OF JAPAN GOING NUKE, WHETHER 

RATIFIES NPT OR NOT, ARE "EXTRAORDINARILY REMOTE." KISSINGER
